His day being the 27. day of March anno 1612 
the States generall of the vnited Prouinces, 
haue granted and authoriſed and by theſe pre- 
ſents doe grant and authoriſe, their ſworne =} or- 
dinary Printer, Hllebrant Iacobſon, that he onely 
within the Netherlands, ſhall print the Proclamati- 
on by them · made, concerning the comming and 
ſtaying of the Ieſuites, Monkes, and other ſpirituall 
erſons of the Romiſh religiõ, into the faid Nether- 
4 : as alſo againſt frequenting to the ſchooles of 
the ſaid Ieſuites, and other points concerning the 
ſame, made and ſet forth by the ſaid States at this 
time, vpon paine of forfeiture of all the printed co- 
pics, ſo printed by any other Printer, and of the 
ſomme of 150. pound, of 40. groates to the pound: 
one third part thereof to the Officer that ſhall bee 
employed to ſeaze vponthe ſame, one third part for 
the poore, and the other third part for the Printer 
to the ſaid States aforeſaid. Giuen at the aſſemblie 
of the ſaid generall States: In the Hage, the day and 
yeare aboueſaid.

Spirituall oz religious perſons, which pzofeſſe 
the Popiſb religion, and ſpecially many of the 
moſt pernicious and dangerous ſect of the Je- 
ſuits, do enter into and ſtate and remaine within 
the vnited Pzoninces of the Mether⸗lands, 
wherein they teach Seruite and diſperſe their 
ſtrange doctrine and ſuperſtitions amongſt their 
good andfaithfull Subiects : andalſo eſtabliſh 
and ingratt diuers and many ſuperſtitions which 
are erpzeſſely fozbidden and pꝛohibited by the 
woꝛd ot God :a eſpeciallylaboꝛto maintain a vp- 
hold the bſurped tyꝛannous power of the Pope 
ol Rome, placing the lame not only in ſpiritualk 
but allo in tempoꝛall matters aboue all Kings, 
Princes, Potentates and Common - wealths 
what ſoeuer, # not content therewith, extending 
the ſame lo farre as that they make it ot power 
to diſpoſe ofthe very perſons of Rings andP2in- 
tes, and of their Kingdomes, lands and ſitates 
at his pleaſure, and to diuert and withdꝛaw 
their ſubiects from the due obedience which they 
owe and ate bound to peeld vnto them, which 
their pꝛoceedings doe openlytend vnto an vpꝛoꝛe 
and great perturbation of the common peace

Fozbidding further,all andeueryoneofourſub- 
tects of thele Countries, after the publication 
hereof, not to enter into any Coledge oꝛ Dchole 
ol Jeſuites, vpon paine oi euer to be diſabled, to 
ſerue, hold, oz haue any office o2 eſtate within 
theſe Countries, oz to enioy any Pꝛebends o2 
Lhanons place, oz any other benefice whatſo⸗ 
euer, and further euery month that they remaine, 
and continue in the afozeſatd Scholes oz Col⸗ 
ledges, (ba[lfozfert and pay 100, Guilders, and 
the like penaltie both of deſablingthem, and of 
pecuniarte puniſhment ſhall be inflicted vpon all 
thoſe, who befoze the publication of theſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſents, haue entred into the ſaid ſchooles oz Col⸗ 
ledges, and within two moneths after the pub- 
lication heereof, haue not left. and foꝛſaken the 
ſame. And it the ſaid perſons haue no goods of

We allo expꝛeſiy forbid, that no perſon what⸗ 
ſoeuer, being naturally bozne, oꝛ an inhabitant 
in thele countries, ſhall be adenttted oꝛ paomoted 
to anyeſtate, office, oꝛ publike ſexiite in the afoze- 
ſaid countries, villages, oz townes thereof, who 
wit hin two moneths alter the publication heere⸗ 
ot, thall accept and reteaue their faid pꝛomotion 
oꝛ offices, by oath todefend and marntaine the 
Romiſherrozs and ſuperſtitions: And that all 
thoſe that ſince the paciſication made atGaunt in 
anno 1576. (hauing taken ſuch an oath) haue bin 
admitted and reteaued into ſeruice, within two 
moneths after the publication heereof, ſhall freke 
to be bnburthened and diſcharged ofthe ſaid — 
aud 
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r ſhall take an oath ot alleagiante tothe States 
in the place where they (hall dwell and inhabite, 
accoꝛding to the cuſtome and manner of the laid 
place, vnles they haue already taken the ſame 
oath of alleagiance, oꝛ openly haus leſt and ſoꝛſa⸗ 
ken the ſaid romiſh ſuperſtitions afoꝛeſaid : of 
which their laid oath to be diſcharged , and to 
take a newoath ot᷑ alleagiance. ie haue authoz- 
fed, and by thelſe pꝛelents doe authozile the oꝛdi⸗ 
nary Pagiſtrate ofthe place, where any ſuch per⸗ 
(on ſhall dwell oꝛinhabit, to doe it: and the office 
02 ſtate of all thoſe that ſball not doe accozdingly, 
ſhall pꝛeſently be voide, andthe ſaid perſons vt⸗ 
terly andfoz euer put from their faid offices, Wee 
oꝛdaine further, that all thoſe that are pzomoted 
oꝛ p2cferred vnder the afozeſlatd oath, o2 that 
heerealter fhall be ſo pꝛemoted o2 p2eferred (and 
dwell within the ſaid vnited ꝛouinces, oꝛ that 
hcereafter ſhall deſire to dwell therein, within one

Wo alio expꝛeſly fozbid ail the ſubiects of our 
laid countries, and others, frequenting the ſame, 
both within the townes, and allo in the villages 
£133 countries thereof: To make oz hold any al⸗ 
ſcmbltes 05 men 92 women, within any chur⸗ 
ches, perticuler Honies, places, flelds, ſbips, oz 
tcutes, therein to heare Maſſe, oz to doe, 03 exer⸗ 
ciſe, oꝛ henre any popiſh ſuperſtition, exhoꝛtation, 
inſtruction, oꝛ reading, oꝛ otherwile to hold, oz 
help to hold any aiſembly oz any gatherings to⸗ 
gether of any perſons, ot the romiſh religion, al⸗ 
though there be no Pref, Monke, no any other 
ſpirituall perſon there pꝛeſent among them, that 
ſhould ſay Maſle, oꝛteach oz inſtruct them in the 
ſatd ſuperſtitions afo2elatd ) vnder what pꝛetence 
oꝛ colour foeuer it may be, neither ſecretly noꝛo⸗ 
penty, vpon paine to fo2fert 200, guilders, to be le⸗ 
uied vpon him in whole houſe, ſield, ſhip, oz ſcute, 
ſich aſſemblies o2 meetings ſball be made: and 
that he that ſball haue ſo laid Maffe, oꝛ taught a⸗ 

ny popilb ſuperſtitions, exhoztations, inſtructi⸗ 
ons, oꝛ admomtions, if he be one that commeth 
out ot other parts, oꝛ ꝛouinces, not ſubiect to the 
vnited P2outuces, ſball be perpetually baniſbed 
out ofthe ſaid vnited Pꝛouinces, vpon paine ot 
coꝛzpoꝛall puniſhment, and withall ſhall be con⸗ 
demned to pay a great fine: And ik he be one that 
is relident within the vnited Pꝛouinces, he ſhall 
pꝛelently depart out ofthe lame, and nener re⸗ 
turne into them againe, vpon paine to be por 
and 
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perpetually baniſhed from thence, and ok toꝛpo⸗ 
rall puniſhment ik he returne againe: and that 
lurther he ball be depꝛined of his benefice oꝛ ſpi⸗ 
rituall liuing, (it he hath ay) and ſhall not bee 
ſuffered to ſtaie, lodge, harbour, remaine 02 cou⸗ 
tinue, within any towne oꝛ place of thele Couu⸗ 
tries, bpon paine of forfeiture foꝛ the firſt time ot 
I 00,Guilders.to be paid by him that ſhall ſo face, 
lodge, harbour, hold oz keepe him, contrarie to 
this our Pꝛoclamation:⁊ to2 the ſccond time of 
200. guilderg:łoꝛ the third time of 300, Guilderg, 
loꝛ the fourth time of 400, Guilders and baniſh⸗ 
agatozelmd, And he that ſhall be tound to haue 
ſaidoꝛ to ſay maſle, 32 taught oz teach any poptth 
ſupeſtitions, admonitiong, inſtructions, and ex⸗ 
hoztationg ofozeſaid, ſhall looſe his benefice Ny 
ſpirituall liuings ifhe haue any, and alſo be find 
at the ſome of 25. Guilders foꝛ euerie time that he 
ſhall haue ſo laid maſſe as afozeſatd, whether hee 
be found pꝛeſently c inſtantly doing the ame, oꝛ 
that alterward it ſball be knowne that hee hath 
done it: and the like pecuniary puniſhment ol 25. 
Guilders, ſhall be laid vpon ali thoſe that were 
preſent at the hearing of the lame: and further 
being found actually pꝛeſent at the ſame ſhall 
looſe and fozfeit their vpper garment which they 
then ſhall weare. | 
But if it happenthat any man be found to haue 
diſperſed, taught oz ſtrewed abꝛoad any doctrine 
oꝛlearning which is contrarie and repugnant to 


the gouernmentoktheſe Countries, and 9 
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tothe diuerting ofthe ſubiects of the ſame from 
their true obedience, hee ſhall be puniſhedcozpo=- 
rally as a ſcditious and mutinous fellow, and 
put to death, ifthe waightines ol the caule and 
matter by him effected and pꝛocured doth require 
the ſame. Me further ozdaine, that he, who vn⸗ 
der pꝛetence of being or theomiſh Religion, ſhal 
ſuffer oꝛ pzocurehimlelfe to be maried o2 baptized 
againe by any Pzieſt, Curate, Monke oz Frier, 
ſhall foꝛfeit and paie 100. Guilders, and further 
be puniſhed at the Magiſtrates pleaſure , and 
all thoſe that fhall be pzeſent at the ſaid mari⸗ 
age oz baptizing, ſball fozfcit 50. Guilders, 
and the Pꝛieſt, Curate, Monke oz Frier that 
{hall haue done the fame ſhall be puniſhed with 
the like paine, fozfeit, and cozrection as aloꝛe⸗ 
ſard. And that all thoſe either men oz wo⸗ 
men, that ſhall bee found to haue Had any 
knowledge thereof, ozthat haue giuen their con⸗ 
ſent vnto any ſuch afſemblies oz meetings, wall 
fozfeit foure times as much as thoſe oꝛthey that 
were 02 ſball be perſonally found pzeſent at tho 
laid aſfemblies. We alſo erp2eſiy fozbid and pꝛo⸗ 
hibit, all perlons dwelling oꝛ inhabiting within 
theſe cuntries, oʒ that frequent the ſame, to make 
any collections oꝛ gatherings ot mon, to be ca⸗ 
ryed oꝛ conueyed out of thele countries, whether 
it be foꝛ any Churches, Yoſpitalls, Lolledges, oz 
Couents, oꝛ foz any other cauſe oꝛ purpole what⸗ 
kocuer, noz yet to contribute to any fuch collecti⸗ 
ons, without the ſpeciall conſent and a 2 
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the chieke commaunders ofthe laid Pꝛouinces, 
vpon paine that he oz they that ſball make any 
ſuch collection oz contributions, oz that ihall car⸗ 
ry oʒ tonuey the laid mony out ot the country, ſhall 
be puniſhed coꝛpoꝛally, and fozfet and looſe all his 
goods: and all thoſe that ſhall haue contributed. 
thereunto, hall be arbitrately puniſbed, and kur⸗ 
ther thall pay fo2 a fine foure times aimnch as 
on ſhall haue ginen 92 paidvntotheſaid contri⸗ 
utton. 

All which foꝛkeitures and penalties alozeſaid, 
ſball be employed and diſtributed in this manner: 
that is, one third part foꝛ the Officer that ſhal ſee 
the ſame executed, one third part foz him that 
ſhal giue notice and inkoꝛmation thereot, and one 
third part to the behoofe and common p2ofit of 
the tountrie: all the perticuler o2d:nances and oꝛ⸗ 
ders heeretofoze made and ſet downe concerning 
the ſaid points atoꝛeſaid, bythe perticuler Pꝛo⸗ 
uinces, remapning itil in their founer firength 
and koꝛce. | 

And that no man may hereafter pꝛetend any 
tano2anceherein, we require and earneſtly defire 
the States, State⸗holders, particular Coun⸗ 
ſelles, and the deputed States olthe Pꝛouinces 
of Gelder⸗ land, Zutphen, Holland, Weſt-freeze⸗ 
land, Zealand, Utrecht, Freeſeland, Ouer⸗iſtell, 
the Towneor S weninghe and the Countrie cir⸗ 
tumiatent. e alſo will and command the Coun⸗ 
lelles of Bzabant and Flanders, the * 
B 3. of. 
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of Dꝛent, wedde, and moeſter⸗wolding⸗land, 
and all other Juſtices and Officers whome it in 
any vile concerneth , to make this our oꝛdinance 
and Pꝛoclamation pꝛelently to be knowne publt= 
ſhed and pꝛoclaimed in all places, wherein they 
are vmallp, to be publiſhe and pꝛoclaunetheſame: 
with commaundement to the Lhanceior, Pꝛeſi⸗ 
ents and Councels Aduocats filcali, and At⸗ 
toꝛneis geuerall and to all other Oficers and 
Judges, and hauing Juriſdiction, to execute and 
caule to be executed, this our oꝛdinante and com⸗ 
miſſion: and to p2occede againſt the repugners 
and bꝛeakers thereotk without any grace oz fa- 
uour, diiſimulation, ez retraction whatloeuer. 
with expꝛeſſe commandement bnto all Offieers, 
not to make any compoſition oꝛ detraction, tou⸗ 
ching the mittigatition of any of the paines 
and penalties ſet downe and ſpecifted in this our 
p2oclamation, but pꝛeciſely to execute the con⸗ 
tents ot the ſame pꝛoclamation, touching the 
third part of the penalties therein contained be⸗ 
longing vnto and appointed to be paid tothe pꝛo⸗ 
fit and behooke of the Countrie, and thereof to 
veeld a iuſt and true account, as farre as they are 
by their comiſſton bound to doe. And to ſuſter and
